The  ostiraatod  population  for  1950  was  7,749,  or  279  higher  than  last  yoarj 
on  incroaso  duo,  for  the  most  part,  to  tho  immigration  of  Scarborough  Borough 
residents  to  tho  Borough*s  Eastfiold  Estato,  situated  in  tho  Rural  District, 

A  steady  fall  in  tho  Live  Birth  Rato  has  taken  place  during  the  last  yoar  or 
two$  for  1950  tho  figure  was  13*2  per  1,000  population  compared  with  14,6  and  16,7 
for  1949  and  1948  rospootivoly* 

Tho  Crude  Death  Rato  of  13*8  por  1,000  population  in  1950  v/as  lower  than  that 
of  1949  (16,3),  Whon  adjusted  by  applying  tho  Comparability  Morbidity  Indox  this 
rato  booomos  11,2  ivhioh  is  comparablo  with  tho  Doath  Rato  of  tho  country  as  a  whole 
whioh  was  11,6,  Disoo^os  of  tho  Hoart  emd  Circulatory  Systom,  Intra»-oranial 
Vascular  Los  ions  and  Cancer,  conditions  chiofly  af  footing  tho  older  ly,  wore  tho 
main  causes  of  death.  Of  tho  total  number  of  doaths  75%  ooourrod  in  persons  over 
tho  ago  of  65  yoars  and  Zdfo  rolatod  to  persons  over  80  yoars,  Tho  Ihfantilo 
Mortality  Rato  was  29,4  por  1,000  live  births,  a  much  loss  disturbing  figiiro  then 
that  for  1949  whioh  xms  73,4,

Infectious  Diseases, 


Again  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  the  most  frequently  notified  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year;  Whooping  Cough  v/as  raoro  prevalent  than  in  1949,  but 
Measles  occurred  loss  often.  In  both  instances  tho  character  of  tho  disease  was 
mild,  Tho  formal  notification  of  tv/o  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  revealed  tho 
existence  of  a  mild  outbreak  affecting  16  persons  all  residing  at  tho  same  premises# 
As  so  often  happens  remainders  from  tho  food  actually  consumed  by  tho  victims  wore 
not  available;  thus,  it  vra.s  largely  a  matter  of  conjecture  which  led  to  tho  belief 
that  a  certain  article  of  diet  was  the  possible  source  of  infection, 

A  small  outbreak  of  Infective  Jaundice  occurred  in  a  village  and  its  neighbour¬ 
hood,  which  affected  9  patients  most  of  v/hom  Virero  children.  On  investigation  it 
was  clear  that  tho  spread  of  infection  v/as  through  personal  contact,  but  tho 
original  source  of  infection  was  not  discovered,  Ho  evidence  incriminating  tho 
water  supply  v^as  found. 

No  instance  of  tho  occurence  of  Diphtheria,  the  Enteric  Group  of  Fevers, 
Infantile  Paralysis  or  now  cases  of  Tuberculosis  "was  notified  in  1950,

Water  Supplies. 


The  variable  quality  of  some  vjntor  supplies,  as  judged  by  bacteriological 
standards,  is  a  constant  source  of  concern  to  yoi^r  officials,  I  wish  to  observe 
that  an  unfavourable  bacteriological  report  does  not  necessarily  moan  that  to 
drink  the  water  in  question  will  load  to  illness j  but  by  virtue  of  the  typo  of 
tests  carried  out  at  laboratories,  tho  discovery  of  certain  bacterial  contaminants 
indicatos  a  potential  danger  to  tho  consumers,  that  is  to  say,  tho  supply  is 
vulnorablo  to  pollution,  Tho  Council,  alive  to  their  responsibility  of  ensuring 
a  wholesome  water  supply  to  tho  public,  have  installed  chlorinating  plants  at 
sources  under  their  direct  control  Vfhoro  practicable  and  recommended  appropriate 
moasuros  for  those  supplies  in  tho  hands  of  others. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  express  ny  appreciation  for  tho  valuable 
assistance  I  have  received  from  time  to  time  from  Dr, Greening,  the  Director  of 
tho  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 

Hous ing , 


During  the  year  the  Coimcil  erected  20  new  houses;  another  11  were  built 
under  private  licence;  Scarborough  Corporation  completed  a  further  132  houses 
at  their  Eastfiold  Estate  at  Soamor, 

Your  Housing  and  Sanitary  Committee,  faced  vrith  tho  difficulty  of  providing 
accommodation  for  many  applicants  for  rehousing,  recently  adopted  a  ’’points" 
system  which  enables  them  to  allocate  Council  houses  to  tho  more  deserving  cases 
first.  Further,  special  consideration  vra.s  given  to  throe  recommendations  by 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  supported  the  a,pplications  because  of  medical 
reasons,

Ayton  Water  Supply.  A  chlorina.ticn  plant  was  installed  in  Ivlay,  1S50,  and 
since  thai:  date  the  supply  has  boon  satisfactorily  maintained. 


Burniston  and  Cloughton  Water  Supply.  Flushing  has  taken  place  regularly, 
and  th'oro  have  boon  fewer  complaints  regarding  discolouration  of  the  water. 


Prompt  on  Water  Supply.  Since  tho  installation  of  tho  chlorination  plant  in 

August,  1949,  the  wator  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

Grist horpo  Water  Supply.  There  have  been  fewer  complaints  regarding  tho 
failure'  o'i*  the  water  supply  at  Grist  horpo, 

Hutton  Bus  col,  Vifykoliam  and  Rust  on  Vfator  Supply.  Frequent  samples  of  water 
have  boon  submitted  for  analysis,  the  ovmor  being  notified  of  tho  occasions 
when  tho  samples  wore  not  satisfactory.  It  is  understood  that  tovnrds  tho 
end  of  tho  year  instructions  v>roro  given  for  tho  installation  of  a 
chlorination  plant. 


Ravens  car  Wator  Supply,  Since  tho  deepening  of  tho  boro~holo  tho  supply  laas 
boon  constant,  Chloranation  ha.s  been  carried  out,  lovibond  tests  boing  made 
and  samples  boing  submitted  for  ba.ctor iological  examination  regularly. 
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S earner  Water  Supply,  The  Coiaicil  have  now  connected  the  Brickyard  Cottages 
at  S earner  to  the  mains  supply,
